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DETAILED ACTION 

Receipt is acknowledged of the IDS filed on August 12, 2004 which has been 
considered and placed of record in the file. 

Claims 1-3 are presented for examination. 

This application has been filed with formal drawings which are acceptable to the 
examiner. 

Claim Rejections ■ 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Rodriguez'6,814,656 in view of Klein et al.'2004/0, 173,059. 

With reference to Figure 1, col. 4, lines 31-43, Rodriguez discloses the claimed 
invention including a rod and an abrasive disc. Please note that the preamble of "a 
gasket removal and cleaning" has been considered, but not given any patentable weight 
due to the intended use.

Prior Art 




Since an analysis of the prior art disks lead to the 
conception of the present invention, FIGS. 1-7 inclusive 
show the different problems of this prior art and the root of 
its problems. 

& FIG, I shows a side view of a rotary cool (drill in this case) 

having a prior art fmisning disk 20 applied flatly parallel to 

a surface 22. The weating action of ibe disk is msigniflcanU 

as the friction against the surface creates a "braking" effect, 

due to the centrifugal force generated by the rotary tool, as 
40 opposed to the orbital or oscillatory motion of dedicated 

sanding machines that can function properly when flatly 

applied against the surface being treated. 
Additionally, the rotary tool is very difficult io control 

when used in Ms fashion. Slipping of the tool is vciy likely 
45 to occur, which may cause harm to the operator, the opera- 
tor's clothes and/or surrounding objects. 
The efforts to control the tool and the unavoidable slip* 

ping cause a vibration that provokes ibe recurrent disen- 
J0 gagement of the disk and/or the sanding disks or other 

finishing accessories. 

However, Rodriguez does not teach a hollow sleeve and a retention mechanism as set 
forth in the claim. 

With reference to Figure 5, col. 2, 5 th paragraph, Klein discloses a hex-type sleeve 
member 23 adapted to slip fit over the outer diameter of the tube member 10, and is 
slidably disposable along the length of the tube member 10. Please note that the 
retaining means is shown a flange near the driving end. To control the tube member 10, 
the worker has the option of grasping the grip member 23 with one hand, and holding 
the driving apparatus 22 with the other to drive the drill bit 18 into the remote surface 44. 
The advantage of the sleeve member 23 is to provide a means to stabilize the drill. 
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[0017] In all cases, the inner diameter of the elongated 
tube member 10 will be greater than ihe outer diameter or 
greatest outer diameter of the rod member 42. 

[0018] la operation, the worker slides the bushing- 
mounted drill bit 18 into the socket portion 16 of the 
elongated hollow tube member 10 and maneuvers the tube 
member 10 into place so thai ihe drill bit 18 ls opposite the 
appropriate place in a remote surf ace 44, typically a ceiling. 
To control tlx tube member 10, the worker has the option of 
grasping the grip member 23 with one band, and holding the 
driving apparatus 22 with ihe other. The worker then pro- 
ceeds to drive the drill bit 18 into the remote surface 44. 
After drilling a bole 46 at the pre-selected position, the tube 
member 10 and attached drill bit 18 is withdrawn from the 
remote surface 44. The spring mechanism 30 prevents the 
drill bit 18 from separating from the rube member 10. 

[0019] Next, the worker precuis a rod member 42 to the 
desired length. One end 48 of the rod member is threadably 
secured into the head 34 of the SAN4MY SUPER SCREW™ 
anchor 36. The other end 50 of the rod member 42 is passed

Thus, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to have modified the grinding disk tool of Rodriguez with a guiding 
sleeve as taught by Klein in order to provide freely rotating holding means to stabilize 
the tool during grinding operation.
